No. F. 14(34) /86-Met.V.“<jOvernmont of India havft 
been considering the need for strengthening the Science and 
Technology inputs for the Department of Mines in the con¬ 
text of rapid technological developments in the minerals and 
non-ferrous ntietals sectors. As a stfcp in that direction, the 
Government of India have decided to constitute a Techni¬ 
cal Planning and Policy Committee (TPPC) under the 
Department of Mines, Ministry of Steel & Mines. 

The main functions of the TPPC shall be :— 

(1) To provide secretariat support to the Standing 
Scientific Advisory Group of the Depaitment and 
to the Empowered Board for Strategic MineraU 
Development and assist in follow-up/implemen¬ 
tation of their decisions. 

(ii) To keep scouting the latest technological deve¬ 
lopments In the Industrial minerals and non- 
ferrous metals sector. 

(iii) To provide/enhance technological content in the 
plans and programmes of the Department. 

(Iv) To render technical advice on selection of tech¬ 
nologies for imports and technological choicci 
for promotion in the industrial minerals and non- 
ferrous metals sector. 

(v) To discharge the functions of 'Forward Looking 
Group' in creating awareness regarding poten¬ 
tialities -of new technologies and their relevance 
for our industries and conditions. 

(vi) To interact with the Department of Science end 
Technology on all technological and scientific 
issues. 

(vii) To assist in the formulation of Five Year Plans 
arid perspective Plans for development of mine- 
rafs and metals under the charge of the Depart¬ 
ment. 

viii) To perform overall coordination of the various 
activities within the Department dealing with all 
issues relating to scientific and technological acti¬ 
vities including M.I.S. on Science A Technoloav. 


3. The officers and staff for the TPPC shall be drawn 
from the public sector undertakings and National organi¬ 
sations of the Department, and they will continue to be 
on the rolls of the jospectivo undertakings/organisations. 
The T.P.P.C. will be headed by a Chief Technical Adviser, 
who win be assisted by various Advisers in appropriate 
disciplines with necessary staff support. All the expenses 
for setting up and running of the TPPC (both capital arid 
recurring) shall be met fully and shared equally by the 
public sector undertakings of NALCO, BALCO, HCL, 
HZL, and MECL. 

ORDER

of the prize due to him would stand forfeited. The first 
50% of the amount of the piize in such cases will be given 
to the author. This condition will, however, not be appli¬ 
cable to the winner of consolation prize.
